ST. LOUIS THE NEW MOTOR CENTER. 

St. Louis will enter the new year with three new 
motor car companies. 

The production of two of them will each equal that 
of a number of cars which have been before the 
public for years and enjoy much favor. The third, a 
subsidiary of the most powerful corporate organiza- 
tion in the automobile world, has the most modern, 
finely equipped motor plant in existence. It is also one 
of the very largest of plants and is designed to turn 
out more than 5600 cars of two models a day, besides 
1400 bodies for a popular car manufactured at vari-| 
ous plants throughout the country. 

In addition, plants long established in St. Louis 
have prepared for an important percentage of in- 
crease in production. The St. Louis branches in 
which standard types of cars are advanced through a 
part of their manufacturing processes have also 
planned a large expansion. Figures now made public 
show that more than 170,000 completed cars may be} | 
turned out in St. Louis next year.. Of course, this | 
total is based only on estimates. But even if the! 
actual number should fall some thousands below) 
this figure, St. Louis during 1920 will take its place 
among the very largest centers of motor vehicle man- 
ufacture in America, for influences which might un- 
expectedly reduce the estimated total here would 
probably operate also at other centers. 

Assuming that the predictions for 1920 have sub- 
stantial fulfillment, the output for 1920 will show an 
increase, as compared with 1919, which may be be- 
lieved to be without parallel anywhere elise in any 
similar time. At any rate, the increase in plant ca- 
pacity may be believed to be without parallel in any 
other place in a similar brief period. 

The forces which have brought St. Louis to this 
new rank in a vast and highly remunerative in- 
dustry are by no means of recent creation. They 
have long been operating. The press has for years 
directed attention to this city’s exceptional advan- 
tages in this line, with results that have made a 
manifest impression. That the same conditions which 
caused St. Louis to be a favored point in the dis- 
tribution of motor vehicles also gave it pre-eminent
